Claims 1-16 and 25 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Korean Publication 2001 1082990 A. 

The Korean Publication discloses a displayer (30), a first rotating element (70) connected 
to the displayer, a base (21) for the first rotating element to dispose therein, and a second 
rotating element (60, 50) disposed in the base such that both rotating elements rotate 
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together. The rotating elements are connected by a fastener (80), which is considered the 
full and obvious equivalent of a bolt. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Korean 
Publication. 

The use of threads on the bolt used to secure the rotating elements together is considered 
to be an obvious matter of engineering choice to provide for a stronger attachment means. 

Response to Amendment filed October 21, 2005 
Applicant points out to Col 1, lines 40-45 to show support for the not claiming the 
hinge; Applicant indicates the specification states that no hinge is required. This is 
wrong. The clause "no" pointed out by Applicant is a typographical error, and the instant 
application must be amended to correct this. A review of the original filing papers 
shows that there is not such a clause. Note that latter on, the specification refers to the 
hinge, clearly showing the hinge is part of the invention. However, the section indicated 
by Applicant provides support for the first rotating element being connected to the 
displayer, which was what the examiner had requested. 

Applicant also question why the deleted material must be bracketed and the added 
material must be underline. This is the practice for reissue applications. The way 
Applicant presented the amendment is for regular applications not for reissues.
